• Claims 29 and 40 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention group, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on June 9, 
2005.. 

• Claims 1-27, and 48-62 remain pending in this application. 

Examiner^s Amendment

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art references 
considered none has disclosed an optical product that is comprised a sheet of material having a surface 
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wherein the surface comprised of a plurality of optical elements each comprises a microscopic pattern 
such as a ring pattern. Each of the elements having optical power and a focal length such that some of 
the focal lengths are substantially different from other focal length so that multiple images of a viewer 
disposed with respect to the surface are formed by respective optical elements at different distances. In 
different embodiment, the optical product has some portion of the surface appear to be closer to a viewer 
that other portions of the surface. 

Prior art reference US patent (PN. 3,661,385) issued to Schneider teaches an optical illusion 
device that is comprised of a plurality of optical elements each has a microscopic ring structure and has 
optical power and a focal length. However this reference does not teach that the some of the focal 
lengths are substantially different from other focal lengths to allow multiple images of an object disposed 
with respect to the surface of the device is formed at different distances.
